Next year’s figures dor 
canned foods are not dis- 
closed but in 1966, if every- 
thing goes well, 4,150 millios. 
tins will be. produced. This 
will entitle every Russian to 
twenty tins o year, or less 
than one a fortnight. And 
thnt, according to the official 
returns, will be three times 
as much its they had in 1960. 


As there is no rationing in 
Rugsia some citizens will 
inevitably get more than 
others. Furthermcre, the 
calculation of weekly. shares 
‘js based on total estimated 
production, not on consump- 
tion. ‘It therefore docs not 
take into account stockpiling 
and quantities reserved for 
processing, which will 
reduce still further. the 
weekly figures. But the effect 
of this will be slightly offset 
by the smaller consumption 
of: infants and by some im- 
ports. 


Vodka And Wine 

a pees 

As regards drink, Russia 

will produce 8,676,000,000 
pints of beer next year, 
enough for every man, 
woman or child to have 
18-1/3 pints over the 52 
weeks. But as beer fs not 
very popular in Russia, 
some, will get more than 
their stare. Other. will stick 
to the more favoured vodka 
and kvas. (a sort of cider). 


There will be enough wine 
for every, second person to 
litre bottles a 
year, and enough: chaim- 
pagne for ten people. to 
share one bottle. 


Russians, both men and 
women, usually are given to 
smoking. And there will be 
enough cigarettes to provide 
one-third of the population 


with eight smokes a day. 


These figures may not scem 
large in comparison with 
Western-standards,- but— Moscow 
claims they represent a con- 
siderable increase over the pro- 
Guction of previous ycars, rang- 
ing from $0 to 200 percent, 
And_ the Communist press_con-

position, because the view was 
blocked by railings. he said, 

Witness said. that he was 
Instructed to take pictures of 
the people downstairs so far as 
he could see. When the pitoto- 
graph was taken of the booth 
-he -was-not-then-in-the- position 
of the Inspector.. He was a Iit- 
tle bit away from him near the 
railings. :
